Non-establishment of opinion with regard to novelty, inventive step and industrial 
applicability 

Claims 28 and 29 do not meet the requirements of Article 6 in that the matter for which 
protection is sought is not clearly defined, because in contradiction to Rule 6(2)(a) PCT 
claims refer to the description or drawings of the application. 



Re item V 

Reasoned statement under Article 35(2) with regard to novelty, inventive step or 
industrial applicability; citations and explanations supporting such statement 

WO-A-01 91353 discloses an automated traffic violation monitoring system. A plurality 
of cameras provide unprocessed images to a data processing system. The images are 
accompanied by additional information like date/time and detected vehicle speed. The 
central data processing system performs further processing whereby car license plate 
numbers are recognised and compressed regions of the received images are stored in 
databases and/or forwarded to other offices. 

WO-A-00 01140 describes a surveillance camera system. Incoming pixel are compared 
with reference pixel areas. The significance of the differences are judged upon different 
thresholds depending on each pixel or groups of pixel. The change of applicable 
difference thresholds and/or the selection of a new reference image depends on the 
detected average motion in the most recent frames. 

DE-A-3842356 presents a surveillance system, whereby cameras connected via a 
network to a central system contain their own processing means for linewise 
comparisons within given margins using previously received values and frequency 
domain analysis are used in order to avoid false alarms which are caused by change of 
lighting or by movements due to wind. 

The use of an encoder in a camera for generating parameters related to attributes of 
objects in the received image stream when parameters indicate motion which exceeds 
a certain threshold, the related event generation by a server and forwarding of an 
indication to an operator cannot be derived from any of the cited prior art documents 
alone or in combination. Consequently, the claimed invention appears to be new and to 
involve inventive step (Art.33 (2) and (3) PCT). 

The claimed invention is also considered industrially applicable in the field of video 
surveillance systems in accordance with Art.33(4) PCT. 
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
